until there are one billion. 


The top brick would be at a point 
five-twelfths-of the distance from

He' started in life as a 
strenuous free trader and was a member of the New York 


' f r e e trade club, yet lately under pressure of the Pro- 


tective Tariff League, he joined the Hanna "stand patters" 
and thus stands opposed to the most certain way of curb- 
Ing the trusts and giving- relief to the people by reducing 
•the tariff duties. It waa: Roosevelt who killed the Little- 
field antii-trust bill in the last congress and caused the pas- 
sage of two sham anti-trust bills. His voice could have 
•caused his attorney general to go after the coal trust that 
W. R. Hearst had treed with his own money in the interest 
of the people but he left Mr. Hearst to guard the tree 
-alone. The facts that are coming to light in regard to the 
Bureau of Corporations in the Department of Commerce 
should open the eyes of the people of the country to the 
real position of.

tion. All this will consume many months, and Secretary 
Cortelyou .is too tactful a man to weaken his strategic 
position by opening Tire in a presidential campaign, :f 
there would be any danger of hurting hJs party thereby. 
It will, therefore, he a good while before there are any 
definite results of the inq-uiriew of the Bureau of corpora- 
tions." 


Is there anything in this statement to frighten the 


trusts? Iff it not clear that this bureau will give the trusts 
two years more license to loot the peoples' pockets, two 
years at $1,000,000,000 a year? And what then? Public- 
.Hy. Thats all and more than all for it is entirely optional 
with the president whether any of the facts gathered by 
the bureau are even published or not. But the facts if 
published are to serve only as a basis for "conservative" 
anti-trust legislation, sometime in the dim and distant 
future.

He knows how to tickle them -and at the 


same time make the masses, who see his fierce face and 
vigorous gestures, believe that he is mauling the immortal 
stu..ing out of them. The trusts have need of just. such a 
man at this particular juncture to save them from the 
wrath of an outraged people. It is a part of their game 
that Wall street and the trusts are to be against Roosevelt 
•this year. Next year, when the campaign is on, it will be 
found that the G. O. P| with Roosevelt at the head, is 
getting the financial suport of its all time friends, the 
trusts.
